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High  Speed  Rail,  Mobility  Hubs  and  TDM  at  TIE 


CCA  members  heard  an  update  this  morning  on  California  High  Speed  Rail 
(CHSR)  and  also  about  Transportation  Demand  Management  (TDM)  and  Mobility 
Hubs. 

California  is  expected  to  grow  to  more  than  50  million  residents  by  the  middle  of 
the  century,  so  traveling  through  the  state  will  become  even  more  difficult.  CHSR  is 
planned  to  reduce  travel  times  and  increase  the  convenience  of  traveling  between 
central  business  districts.  While  high  speed  rail  will  not  be  coming  to  Los  Angeles 
in  the  immediate  future,  the  project  will  help  fund  numerous  enabling  projects 
around  the  area.  These  are  auxiliary  projects  that  will  set  the  table  for  the  CHSR 
route,  and  like  new  Metrolink  locomotives  and  funds  for  the  Regional  Connector, 
will  benefit  local  transit  users.  CCA  has  been  advocating  for  the  use  of  some  of 
these  funds  for  an  Arts  District  Metro  Red  Line  station. 

The  Department  of  City  Planning  recently  released  its  Mobility  Hub  Planning 
Guide,  part  of  its  Mobility  Plan  2035.  Mobility  Hubs  provide  a  focal  point  in  the 
transportation  network  that  seamlessly  integrates  different  modes  of  transportation, 
multi-modal  supportive  infrastructure,  and  place-making  strategies  to  create 
activity  centers  that  maximize  first-mile  last  mile  connectivity.  Mobility  Hubs  are  a 
core  part  of  the  upcoming  changes  to  the  City's  TDM  Ordinance. 

A  draft  of  the  revised  TDM  Ordinance  is  expected  in  the  spring  of  2017.  The 
revision  will  include  amendments  and  additions  aimed  at  reducing  vehicle  miles 
traveled  through  changes  in  land  use  codes.  It  will  seek  to  take  advantage  of 
shifting  lifestyles  and  facilities  to  utilize  emerging  transportation  services  and 
technologies.  CCA  will  continue  to  inform  our  members  about  the  revised  TDM 
ordinance,  its  release  and  discussions  on  its  implementation.

New  Water  &  Energy  Efficiency  Mandates 

Earlier  this  week,  the  Department  of  Building  and  Safety,  along  with  the  City 
Attorney  and  City  Administrative  Officer,  completed  a  draft  ordinance  that  will 
require  most  commercial  and  multifamily  buildings  to  increase  their  water  and 
energy  efficiency.  You  can  view  the  draft  ordinance  here. 

If  approved,  the  ordinance  will  apply  to  all  non-governmental  buildings  (excluding 
structures  used  in  TV  and  film  production  and  post-production  or  single  and  dual 
family  homes)  that  are  20,000  square  feet  or  greater.  It  will  require  annual 
benchmarking  of  base  building  systems  -  those  systems  that  use  water  and 
energy  or  affect  their  consumption,  such  as  HVAC  systems  or  plumbing  fixtures. 
After  the  initial  benchmarking,  buildings  must  undergo  energy  and  water  audits, 
and  when  applicable,  then  retrofit  “all  systems”  that  can  achieve  water  and 
electricity  use  reductions.  The  implementation  schedule  is  in  the  draft  ordinance 
along  with  a  list  of  fees  and  non-compliance  fines. 

This  ordinance  will  be  heard  in  City  Council's  Planning  and  Land  Use  Management 
committee.  Once  it  has  been  schedule  we  will  send  an  update  with  the  date,  time 
and  location.

This  week  CCA  attended  a  press 
conference  to  launch  the  Coalition  to 
Protect  L.A.’s  Neighborhoods  &  Jobs. 
The  coalition  was  formed  to  defeat  the 
Neighborhood  Integrity  Initiative  (Nil), 
which  has  officially  qualified  for  the 
March  2017  ballot.  The  press 
conference  was  held  at  a  parking  lot 
owned  by  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  that  is 
slated  for  an  affordable  housing 
development.  The  parking  lot  is  not 
currently  zoned  for  housing  and  would 
require  a  general  plan  amendment  in 
order  for  housing  to  be  constructed. 

The  proponents  of  the  NIII  have  falsely 
claimed  that  affordable  housing  projects 
are  exempt  from  the  construction 
moratorium  provision  of  the  proposed 
initiative,  however  this  claim  is  false.  All 
general  plan  amendments,  even  those 
needed  to  build  affordable  housing,  will 
be  prohibited  if  the  initiative  is  approved 
by  voters.  Join  CCA  to  defeat  this 
deeply  flawed  initiative.
